T he introdu ction of so-called “Reason 
W h y” copy, has bro u g h t home to the 
a dve rtise r the fact t h a t he mu st keep 
c o nstantly In mind th e pritnary no­ 
tion in advertising , namely, edu cation. 
All 
u nconsciou sly we have learned 
th rou g h the advertising pag es of the 
m ag azine and the newspaper, lessons 
in sanitation, economy, science, 
art, 
dietetics and hyg iene. 
W e now know 
how to eat scientifically, 
to 
clothe 
ou rselves artistically, to 
enter 
Into 
oneness with the artist, to appreciate 
the achievem ents of the scientist, to 
enjoy the art of 
the 
mu sician—all 
th e se thing s have 
been su btly 
im ­ 
pressed u pon the pu blic consciou sness 
thro u g h 
craftily 
devised 
advertise­ 
m ents, 
which 
have

steal and ru n away, it is more profit­ 
able to satisfy his cu stom er that he 
m ay sell him another day. 
This new 
slog an, 
“You r-money-back-if-not-satis- 
fied,” Is a direct ou tg rowth of qu ick­ 
ened advertising 
conscience, 
thou g h 
to g ive Satan his du es, we may be 
oblig ed to admit th a t the aforesaid 
“qu ickened 
conscience” 
may 
come 
from the operations of a sensitive pu b­ 
lic morality that de m a nds u prig ht bu s­ 
iness methods, 
and

th e advertiser. 
Modern advertising , has made of u s

Involves Literary Talent. 


Advertising has ta u g h t u s to a ppr e ­ 
ciate clarity of statem ent, directness 
of adtfress, and e xactness of expres­ 
sion. 
More real literary talent is e m ­ 
ployed In the produ ction of the a dve r­ 
tising pag es than is devoted to th e 
editorial and the literary sections of 
the modern mag azine. 
Better e xa m ­ 
ples of description, 
arg u ment, 
and 
im ag ery, may be fou nd in the a dver­ 
tising pag es than a ppe a r elsewhere in 
ftie newspaper or o th e r periodicals. 
W hile the edu cation effected by the 
a dve rtise r has been slow and u nob­ 
tru sive, it has nevertheless been per­ 
sistent 
and 
effective. 
Everybody 
know s something of the possibility of 
the long distance telephone, of the 
cheapness of nig ht messag es, of th e 
virtu e of the different kinds of au to­ 
mobiles, of the pleasu res of owning a 
piano player or a talking machine, the 
lu xu ry 
of 
the 
transcontinental and 
ocean travel, the artistic possibility of 
bookbinding , the labor-saving valu e of 
office devices, the necessity for bu si­ 
ness org anization—th e se

T h e C onfedera te com m a nder intend 
ed a t first to cross to the north bank 
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of the R a ppa ha nnock in the fa ce of 
Pope a nd give him ba ttle, but w hen he 
rea ched the projected crossing P ope’s 
a rm y 
w a s 
m a ssed 
a long 
the 
river. 
W ith the corps of Longstreet a nd Stu 
art's ca va lry Lee kept up a dem onstra 
tion a t the crossing which deceived 
Pope, and while the la tter w a ited, con 
fidently expecting the enem y to tight 
him on his ow n ground, “ Stonewa ll" 
J a ck son ’s corps m a rched up the river 
to a nother crossing, a nd the morning 
of Aug. 2(5 he m a rsha led his whole 
com m a nd on 
P op e ’s line of com m uni 
ca tions with W a shington, tw enty m iles 
in his rear. Lee had rea lly cut his a rm y 
in tw o in the fa ce of a powerful en ­ 
em y . 
J a ckson w a s in Pope's rear and 
less tha n thirty m iles from W a shing­ 
ton. but lie w a s a lone, cut off from his 
supports. 


J ackson Captures Depot of Supplies. 


P ope sta rted his different corps upon 
a hunt for the w ily “ S tonew a ll.” 
For 
a w eek confusion reigned over tw enty 
m iles of territory a round the old ba ttle­ 
field of Bull 
Bun. 
In his hunt for 
“ S ton ew a ll” J a ckson. Pope a ttem pted 
to dra g a field ten m iles broad and 
tw e n ty long ly ing b etw een the W a rren 
ton pike and the ra ilroa d running from 
the R a ppa ha nnock ba ck to W a sh in g­ 
ton. 
Since he first m et with L ee the 
first w eek in A ugu st he had been re 
enforced w ith four divisions from M c­ 
C lella n’s a rmy on the J a m es river and 
one from 
B urnside’s force in North 
Carolina. 
Ilis orders to his genera ls 
w ere to hold the ra ilroa d a nd keep the 
en em y from concentra ting on the ba t­ 
tleground of 1861. 
One of the « lunger points on the rail­ 
road w hich Pope w a s a nxious to sa ve 
w a s M a na ssa s J unction, the sole sup ­ 
ply depot for his a rm y outside of W a sh ­ 
ington. 
This J a ckson swooped down 
upon Aug. 27, a nd a fter his soldiers 
ha d a ppropria ted to them selves all they 
could ea t or ca rry a w a y he ga v e the 
rest to the torch. 
T h a t sa m e da y one 
w in g of J a ck son ’s corps fought with 
Genera l J oseph H ooker a t the cross­ 
ing of the ra ilroa d over K ettle run. 
five miles w est of M a na ssa s J unction, 
and the other w in g fought, a new force 
w hich ca m e by rail from Alexa ndria , 
a t the crossing of Bull run, five miles 
ea st of M a na ssa s. 
J a ckson had sur­ 
rounded Pope’s ba se of supplies and 
w a s him self surrounded by Pope's iso­ 
la ted divisions, 
w hose lea ders didn’t 
know be w a s in the vicinity until they 
ca m e upon him una w a res.

H ooker’s division 
w a s m a rching by

Both Hooker nnd Ewell 
w ere sturdy fighters.

today's election, of which C. D. Thomp­ 
son, state chairman of the Progres- 
slve party, claims 20.000. 
That this is 
the high water mark is evidenced ty ,

Bull Moose leaders. Twelve thousand 
and upward will be a virtual victory 
for the third party movement, and to 
keep this figure down is the desperate 
endeavor of the old guard Republi­ 
cans.
